Samples of the surface and subsoil 
are taken from the various soil areas or 
types of the different counties of the 
state, and are sent to the agricultural 
experment station at Lexington, where 
they are analyzed chemically and 
physically for the purpose determining 
their chemical and physical nature. 

A physical analysis is of less impor- 
tance than a chemical. It tells some- 
thing of the capacity of a soil to hold 
moisture which is in many parts of this 
country a limiting factor in crop por- 
duction. 

While a chemical analysis does not 
tell the amount of available plant food 
present in a soil, its importance lies in 
the fact that it tells the total amount, 
and also because it reveals the fact 
whether or not any of the limiting- 
elements of plant food are lacking. 

After a chemical analysis of the soils

In this free country, with uni- 
versal education, with the rich- 
est natural resources in the world, 
needing development by means 
of labor and capital to produce 
wealth enough to lift the entire 
population above want, the fact 
remains that the numbers of the 
able-bodied poor are very great, 
and the condition is not confined 
to hard times. 

Ten million people— an eighth 
of the entire population— are in 
a condition of what may be con- 
sidered extreme want.

Willson in keeping troops in the 
field, in many instances without 
cause and without justification, 
goes a long way towards explain- 
ing the condition of the State 
treasury. Instead of the econ- 
omy in the administration which 
the Republicans promised during 
the campaign, we are having un-
